CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR 
CHRYSANTHEMUMS : 

When  to  Plant.  Soon  as  ground  can  be  worked  in 
spring  after  danger  of  freezing  is  over,  even  up 
to  June  20th,  will  give  good  blooming  plants  in 
fall. 

How  to  Plant.  Dig  ground  deep,  most  any  kind  of 
soil  that  will  grow  anything  else  will  grow  Mums. 
Work  in  some  good  rotted  manure  or  fertilizer  if 
available,  if  fed  well,  plants  will  be  strong,  flowers 
larger.  Have  soil  loose  and  mellow,  set  plants  like 
you  would  cabbage  and  tomatoes,  spacing  them  12 
to  15  ins.  apart.  Press  moist  soil  firmly  around 
roots.  Cultivate  often,  keep  grass  and  weeds  out. 

Stopping  or  Shaping  Plants.  To  prevent  straggly 
spindly  growth  and  secure  more  bushy  and 
rounded  type  plants,  when  8  in.  high  cut  back  to 
6  ins.  When  new  shoots  are  4  ins.  long,  pinch  out 
the  terminal  bud,  this  tends  to  produce  desirable 
stocky  type  plants. 

Disbudding.  Treat  as  above,  but  only  allow  one 
flower  bud  on  each  stem  and  that  a  terminal  bud, 
keep  all  side  buds  pinched  out.  While  do  not 
approve  this  method,  it  produces  larger  individual 
flowers.
